A raging fire followed the blast 
aboard the Jardine Matheson Line 
ship, Chaksang, 928 tons, lighting 
up the harbor for several hours.

Hartsfield paced the field of 
four candidates by 91 votes, get- 
ting that number more than his 
opponents’ total. The Mayor nar- 
rowly missed a runover, since the 
law requires a candidate to obtain 
a majority of votes over all his op- 
ponents if he is to be declared the 
nominee.

Hartsfield carried the three large 
Negro precincts by heavy majori- 
ties. 

Third Ward, Precinct “B” gave 
Harsfield 2,152 votes to 417 for 
Brown with Salem getting 33 and 
Todd 36. Of the 6,435 registrants 
in the precinct, only 10 are whites. 

Fifth Ward, Precinct “F.” having 
1.519 Negroes out of 3,187 in the 
precinct, gave Hartsfield 713 votes 
to 335 for Brown with Salem get- 
ting 30, and Todd 47. 

Fifth Ward, Precinct

The Chief. is a faithful com- 
according to his owner, 
and in addition is a good body- 
guard and even bird dog. “I’ve 
never used him particularly as a 
bodyguard,” Funk says, “but other 
people have. And he flushed a 
covey ‘of quail for me once over 
in South Carolina.” 

Funk wouldn’t place a monetary 
value on his pet, but said that as 
fighters their value has been 
known to hit high figures. He 
doesn’t have any plans to fight the 
Chief, because he wouldn’t want 
to take a chance on losing him. 

The dog eats horse meat, and 
gets a regular workout daily. He 
runs, chases a duckpin bowling 
ball, which he can hold in his 
mouth, and wrestles with his 
owner. When the opportunity 
arises, Funk ties the dog’s leash 
alongside of his car and drives at 
about five miles per hour to ac- 
count for the roadwork. The Chief 
sleeps regular hours and has regu- 
lar eating habits.

British Crisis Reaches Into Asia 


WASHINGTON—<Economic vcompiexities being what they are, 


it is very difficult to bring to life 


the crisis of British power which occupy Snyder and Acheson, Bevin and Cripps in Washington. In- 


deed, there is only one simple way to state the kind of problem that 1s involved. 


If the British crisis 


is not overcome, the process that left us expensively responsible for Greece and Turkey may shortly 


be repeated on an infinitely greater scale. 

In brief, as everyone has been quite often and 
rather peevishly told, the drain on Britain's dol- 
lars is not in Britain alone. One of the most seri- 
ous deficit areas is in the Far rast. Before the 
war, India. Burma and Malaya used to earn a 
good many hundreds of millions of dollars a yeat 
for the London Exchequer, selling their raw ma- 
terials to us, and buying Britisn manufactured 
goods with our money. Now, however, all this is 
over. 

Burma is in chaos and can no longer send rice 
to India. India is economically disrupted, can ex- 
port less of her own raw materials, and must buy 
American grain to replace Burman rice. Even 
Malaya, which continues to earn dollars for Brit- 
ain by experts of cubber and tin, has been hard 
hit by the drop in commodity prices. In conse- 
quence, the net dollar deficit for the whole area 
of Burma, Malaya and India is upwards of $200,- 
000,000 annually. This is the rate at which Britain 
is drawing down her last-ditch financial reserves 
for these three countries. 

Why, you may ask. The answer is, in part 
that Britain lives by banking, and that, as mem- 
bers of the sterling area, Burma, Malaya and 
India are customers of the bank. But in Ameri- 
can eyes, the more important part of the answer 
is political. A Communist guerrilla movement in 
Malaya is requiring the attention of nearly 100,- 
000 British and native troops. In Burma, the 
weak new government is menaced by two armed 
Communist rebellions and the tribal uprising of 
the Karens. And in India, the Communist Party, 
although still small, is rapidly making hay while 
the sun of disorder shines. 

In other words, Britain is forced to pay out 
dollars to Burma, Malaya and India, or face the 
prospect of this vast, strategically crucial area be- 
. ing plunged, first into total chaos, and later into 
Communism. But suppose Britain’s dollars run 
- out. Then we shall have to take over Britain’s 
responsibilities in India, Burma and Malaya, as 
we did in Greece and Turkey, or we must expect 
to see the completion of the job in Asia that our 
own folly in China bas so well begun. Nor can we 
complacently say to ourselves, “Oh, well, what 
does it matter if a few former British colonies go 
down the drain.” While Burma, India and Malaya 


are going, Japan and the Philippines will be go- 


ing, too. We shall be losing all the prizes of our | 


bitter Pacific fighting. And we rhall be confront- 
ed with a new factor in the balance of power— 
the raw material wealth of Asia, 
industry of Japan and India, and controlled by 


world situation worse than that after Munich. 

Such is the briefest and most informal sum.- 
mary of one of the American experts’ studies of 
this Far Eastern problem, which is only one as- 
pect of the much vaster problem that Secretaries 
Snyder and Acheson, Foreign Minister Bevin and 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Cripps must some- 
how solve. The question remains, what is to be 
done about it? 


As these words are written, the British pro- | 
posals are not known. Bold ideas are current in | 


London, but the indications from London suggest 
that the British leaders will not be bold. Most 
likely they will merely try to cut their Far East- 
ern deficit, by asking for an American guarantee 
to purchase Indian, Malayan <nd Burman raw 
materials at fixed prices in fixed amounts for a 
stated period. Equally, bold ideas are current in 
Washington, as has been recorded in this space;

be expected to avoid fundamental] solutions. Stop- 
gaps, tide-overs, and “committees-to-study” are 
the watchwords of the day. 

None the less, over the long term, stop-gaps 
will not ‘serve. As in the world, so in the Far 
East, boldness is the only way out. Anyone who 
visits Asia, as one of these reporters has recently 
done, can see that American wealth and energy 
must be united with British experience and estab- 


lished influence, in order to produce a firm Asi- | 


atic solution. Only an Anglo-American political- 
economics-strategic organization wielding the 
largest powers, and disposing of very great re- 


Asia today. The creation of such an organization 
is already in the minds of some of the more far- 
sighted and vigorous American policy-makers.

Although they are natural products, furs are 
peculiarly susceptible to dyeing and other manip- 
ulations and processing which tend to change 
their appearance. These manipulations are often 
used to stimulate more expensive furs in ap- 
pearance. While the dyeing or processing im- 
proves the outward natura] appearance of the 
fur, it also gives the product the appearance of 
being of bettgr and more costly quality. 


The less expensive muskrat is dyed and 
processed to look like the more expensive 
mink. The less expensive rabbit is dyed and 

te look like the more expensive 
seal. In fact, this process of simulation or 
imitation often is extended to the second 
degree. For example, a rabbit fur that is 
dyed to imitate mink would often be called 
mink-dyed muskrat. Take your choice— 
which do you prefer, rabbit dyed to look 
like mink or seal or beaver or chinchilla? 


Experts on this problem say that the great- 
est deception to the fur consumer takes place 
in the sales room. Most of them agree that the 
best corrective measure known is to have all 
fur products properly labeled to reveal the es- 
sential truth. At the present time the only 
assurance that a woman has of the authenticity 
of the fur she buys is the integrity of the dealer. 
This is emphasized by the well-established ad- 
vertising slogan, “If you don’t know furs—know 
your furrier.” 

Just what questions should the proposed label 
answer? Apparently the most important points 
are (1) the true name of the animal from which 
the fur came; (2) whether the fur has been 
dyed, artificially colored or decolored; (3) wheth- 
er the fur is made from scraps or pieces of 
lower quality furs; (4) whether the garment con- 
tains second-hand fur or not, and (5) the coun- 
try of origin of the fur.

The necessity for the true name of the fur | 
is clear from the many misleading names that | 


have been given to some furs. Muskrat has 
been called River Mink, Brook Mink, Hudson 
Seal, Mink Muskrat, when it is in no part mink 
or seal. Rabbit fur has been ‘sold under more 
than 50 purported animal names, such as Arctic 
Seal, Chapchillas, Ermiline, Mink Coney, Musk- 
ratine, Nutriette, etc. Skunk has been sold un- 


der such names as Alaska Sable, Black Marten, 
etc. Common possum has been called Austra- 
lian Chinchilla and Russian Marten. Squirrel 
has been sold as Sabeline. Nutria has been 
called French Beaver, Baltic Seal and Cony Mole.

Dyed goat has been called “Blue Japanese Wolf,” | 


although there isn’t any such animal. 


Dyeing or color changing is not objec- 
tionable, but it does disguise and conceal the 
true grade or type of fur and causes the 
product to simulate or imitate furs of a dif- 
ferent or more costly animal. Small pieces 
or scraps of furs (such as ears, necks, paws, 
etc.) frem the cutting tables of manufac- 
turers are sewn together and made into coats 
or garments. They are pieced together and 
dyed in a manner to conceal the fact that 
they are not the main or full pelt of the 
animal. The country where the fur comes 
from is important to some buyers who pre- 
fer to buy furs originating from some par- 
ticular country, such as Canada, because of 
climate or some other reasons. 


Maybe this fur-labeling proposal will result 
in a new adaptation of a relatively recent ad- 
vertising slogan. Borrowing and paraphrasing 
that slogan and puttirfg expertly processed mink- 
dyed muskrat beside mink, you could ask, ‘‘Which 
twin is the muskrat?”

TUSKEGEE INSTITUTE, Ala. 
|The confusing ferment of opin- 
ions with which the daily press 
‘and the Negro weeklies, the peri- 
,odicals and the current output 
of the book publishers are con- 
\fronted suggests that the exami- 
nation of the race relationships is 
a continuing process. These rela- 
tionships won’t be made adequate 
by one-sided solutions or sugar- 
coated panaceas.

A Strange Marriage of Convenience 


Comrade Tito, whose fighter pilots only four years ago were shooting down American planes, has 


applied to the Export-Import Bank for a loan of $25,000,000 to purchase mining machinery. 


The 


strong probability is that he will get it; at any rate, both the American Ambassador in Belgrade and 
Secretary Acheson are said to be very eager that he shall get it, and the President is also re- 


ported to be most favorably disposed to the idea. 


It is an illustration of what strange marriages 
of convenience arise out of a war of nerves con- 
ducted on a world-wide scale. There is not the 
slightest reason to suppose that Tito’s love of 
Americans or his enthusiasm for American for- 
eign policies has increased one whit since August, 
1946, when he was lending his utmost aid to the 
Communist forces in Greece and making all the 
trouble he was capable of for the occupation 
forces in Trieste. 


Nor is it probable that the estimate of 
Tito’s personal character then held by the 
Department of State has been revised in his 
favor—at least we hope not. Tito’s little 
family war with Stalin does not make him 
any the less a Communist careerist and a 
ruthless tyrant. Indeed, it is largely be- 
cause he is both that he has been able thus 
far to hold his own in the war. 


Yet Comrade Tito’s application puts us in a 
rather awkward dilemma. We have steadily re- 
fused, and, we think, properly, to grant such a 
loan to Generalissimo Franco, who is also at 
daggers drawn with the Kremlin, although the 
daggers to be sure are in his case a greater dis- 
tance apart. Our position concerning Franco has 
been in effect that he is no gentleman, as is 
proved by his treatment of political opponents. 
The objection seems hardly less applicable to 
Tito, whether we prefer the word of the Stalin- 
ist refugees who have fled across the Adriatic 
to Italy, or that of the friends of the late Gen. 
Miheilovich, or that of the friends of Archbishop 
Stepinac. 

Thus any justification of:a loan to Tito must 
be based on grounds of pure expediency. The 
stronger the- position of Marshal Tito in Europe, 
the weaker that of Stalin. This will be espe- 
cially true if Tito becomes powerful enough to 
attract the open allegiance of those elements in 
the Communist parties beyond the Iron Curtain 
which are now said to be covertly sympathetic to 
him, for in that case the result must be a world- 
wide schism in the Communist Party. 

President Roosevelt is reported to have said 
in another but similar connection that in going 
across a bridge in the darkness—a very good 
description, incidentally, of our relations with 
Tito—it is permissible to take the hand of even 
the devil, should it be offered. The applica- 
bility of the proverb to the present case, it seems 
to us, depends upon how easily the devil’s hand 
can be relinquished when the bridge is crossed. 
There are many recent examples to testify that 
policy based on expediency has led to-serious 
troubles which might have been wholly avoided 
by a policy based on principles. The early Al- 
lied policy in North Africa is one example; the 
diplomacy of Tehran and Yalta affords another. 


This is not to say that Tito should be 
refused the assistance he asks. It should be, 
‘however, on a strictly give-and-take basis, 
and this, we understand, is the position 
taken by the Administration, the return con- 
sideration to be in the form of strategic 


materials for our stockpiles. But we should 
never allow ourselves to forget the kind of 
of man we are dealing with. Nor should 
we overlook the possibility that Tite and 
Stalin, who are both much better than we 
at the game of expedients, might suddenly 
come to an agreement to postpone their duel 
over which of them is to be master of the 
international working class unti] after the 
bourgeois forces have been defeated. After 
all, there is the precedent of the Molotov- 
Ribbentrop pact.

Watch for Mental Tensions 
As Tot Points for School 


By GLADYS BEYVANS 
This is the third of a series of articles for parents of 
very little boys and girls about to go to kindergarten or 


enter first grade. 


To recall the other two columns, with 
haste, or strain—she must begin 


her attempt at a cure by concen- 
trating not only on checking the. 
symptoms with a doctor first, but! 


let me refresh your memory by 
saying that because, as the school 
year apprvaches, and some par- 
ents, and even many children, ex- 
perience a feeling of apprehension 
rather than pleasant anticipation, 
it seems to me quite important at 
this time to make a number of 
suggestions. If the reasons for that 
apprehension can be uncovered, 
often the trouble can be corrected 
and a small boy or girl can adjust 
to schoo] and enjoy it. 

Now there are various symp- 
toms which indicate that your 5 
or 6 or even 77-year-old is disturbed 
about school. Among the more 
puzzling ones are vomiting on 
school mornings or perhars at 
noontimes, but not on weekends; 
and all sorts of fantastic excuses 
for not going to school; such as, 
“I’ve got an awful] stomach-ache, 
Mommy”—a stomach-ache which 
vanishes shortly after 9 o'clock! 
(This doesn’t mean it isn’t a real 
one while it lasts—it usually is.) 

Some Mental Causes 

While some vomiting and recur- 
ring stomach-aches may have 2 
physical cause (and if you sus 
pect it, immediately consult a doc 
tor), much of it is psychological 
Nervousness, excitement, strain. 
all are factors which can produce 
actual physical symptoms. Also 
vomiting having occurred severa! 
times, the habit may begin to be 
formed, and then repeated when 
the situation in which it originally 
occurred arises again. 

When a mother feels confident 
that her little boy’s or girl’s vom- 
iting is tied up with school—or 


some other excitement, or 


on removing the cause. 
Causes of Ailments 
One of the causes of vomiting 


(also headache and stomach-ache) | 


is excitement and hurry due to 
poor management of a_ school 
child’s morning. That we went into 
yesterday. Disciplining in the 
morning—scolding and tears—may 
affect a child enough to upset his 
or her digestion to this degree. 
And although many parents dis- 
count children’s awareness of 
adult conflicts, a‘child’s emotional 
reaction to marital quarrels can af- 
fect his physical self. (Some poor 
school] work has been traced which 
revealed chronic quarreling  be- 
tween husband and wife as unfit- 
ting an older pupil for study and 
concentration. ) 

In school, other causes may be 
found. Some children are fair prey 
for teasing or bullying: and some 
times, even in the beginning vears, 
where teachers seem lenient and 
understanding, a teacher may not 
understand (or even like) a child, 
and so make him tense and un- 
happy. So it is always wise, wheth- 
er there seems to be something 
wrong with a child because of 
schoul, or whether he or she is 
completely happy about it all, to 
establish a casually, friendly rela- 
tionship with your child’s teacher, 
or at least meet the school princi- 
pal. If difficulties do develop it 
helps all around if you and the 
teacher know each other.
